DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art reference belongs to Takeda et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4,331 ,034; hereinafter 
referred to as Takeda). Takeda discloses an ultrasonic probing apparatus for pipes that 
utilizes a circular frame around the periphery of the pipe that has drive mechanism that 
move sensors around the pipe to detect flaws via a sliding member which slides along a 
rang of the pipe. However, the Takeda reference does not disclose a slideable member 
having an arc shape and extending between the circular members, one of the guide 
member and the slideable member having elongated grooves extending concentrically 
with respect to the peripheral course, the other of the guide member and the slideable 
member having pins engaging in the grooves; in combination with all other limitations of 
independent claim 1.
